Protection 
of threatened p lants and ani­ 
mals, creation of national p arka 
a nd 
p reserv es, 
camp aigns 
against erosion, contamination, 
and p ollu tion are fu ndamental 
to this “rational u tilization.” 


In p ractical terms, the confer­ 
ence asked UNESCO to map ou t 
a long-term, international, and 
interdiscip linary p rogram b ased 
on its final recommendations. 
This p rogram on “Man and the 
Biosp here” will b e su b mitted 
for ap p rov al to UNESCO’s gen­ 
eral conference in Octob er 1970.
